The undersigned wishes to point the Office's attention to the fact that the bird strip in 
WO1984004022 has a flexible base. 

• Figure 2 clearly shows that the metal ribbon conductors are affixed to the deck of a boat, 
which almost invariably have a slight convex curvature to avoid pooling of water. The 
conductors must be flexible tu conform to a curved deck. 

■ Page 2, lines 14-16 states "Preferably, the conduction means are flat melal ribbons which 
are laid in parallel pairs- closely-spaced along the surface of the boat. . (emphasis added). 
The term "ribbon" strongly implies (or even necessitates) that the device is flexible. Sec also 
Page 3, lines 22-30. 

• Page 5, lines 12-17 states "Furthermore, . . . each conductor 1 9 and 20 may be a flexible 
metal braid, of the type known as "Monel" mesh sewn to the insulating layer, or may be a 
metallised [sp] plastics tape." (emphasis added). The only reason to report that the mesh is 
flexible is if that flexibility is useful in some way, and thai would only occur if the base is 
also flexible. See also claim 4. 

• Page 5, lines 12-17 states "Furthennore, . . . each conductor 1 9 and 20 may be a ... a 
metallised [sp'| plastics tape ." (emphasis added). The term "tape" strongly implies (or even 
necessitates) that the device is flexible. See also claim 5.
